Antioch Rescue Squad, the 
last all volunteer department in 
Lake County, has decided to hire 
a contractual service for weekday 
hours. 

"We really needed this to 
continue providing prompt 
response on a daily basis," said 
Tim Osmond, president of the 
rescuesquad. 

Osmond added the day Hours 
were becoming increasingly 
tough' to man because of 
volunteers' job demands. The 
rescue squad depended entirely 
on volunteers until now. 

The decision was made to 
contract' with Metro Rescue 
Services to provide trained 
personnel from 5 a.m. to 5 p.m., 
Mondays to Fridays, beginning in 
early January, according to 
Osmond. At least two people will 
be serving during this time. 

Metro also is providing 
service to Gurhee, Fox Lake, 
Grays'lake and Round Lake. " 

The service will cost $05,000 
to $90,000 a year. A majority of 
the costs are expected to be 
financed through user fees. 

An advantage to the 
contracted help is the village 
doesn't have to pay benefits to 
these employees. 

The squad will charge a fee to 
non-residents. Antioch 

Township residents still won't 
have to pay. 

Osmond indicated the fee will 
be based on the severity of the 
injury and medical attention

Board seeks end to horn lawsuit

Antioch Village Board has a 
hearing Jan. 15 in Lake County 
Circuit Court on their motion to 
dismiss them from a lawsuit filed 
by seven village residents seeking 
an injunction on train whistle 
blowing. 

The board maintains it has no 
jurisdiction and shouldn't be 
involved in the suit. It was named, 
along with Wisconsin Central and 
Metra in the suit filed about a 
month ago. 

"We have no legal right to be 
named," explained Village 
Attorney Kenneth Clark. 

He reiterated what Mayor 



Marilyn Shineflug has already 
stated, that the village doesn't 
have the authority to regulate rail- 
roads, only the Illinois Commerce 
Commission (ICC) does. 

Clark further explained trains 
are required to blow their whistles 
at all intersections based on the 
Swift Railroad Act in 1994. 

The residents who filed the 
suit feel the railroads are violating 
village nuisance ordinances 
because the horns are above 90 
decibels. 

They hope the suit will stop 
the whistles temporarily until 
they can get legislation to stop the 
horn blowing. Their attorneys 
claim the ICC already has 



"excused" Wisconsin Central 
from horn blowing at all Antioch 
crossings. 

They interpret excused in a 
strict sense while the village inter- 
prets excused as something 
entirely different than banning. 

Village officials are hopeful 
they will be dismissed from the 
suit at the hearing. 

In a related matter, the may- 
oral task force of municipalities 
along the Wisconsin Central did- 
n't vote on a request of Wisconsin 
Central to refrain from whistle 
blowing from 10:30 p.m.- 5 a.m.. 

"We wanted to get more infor- 
mation from our attorneys," 
Shineflug said.

Antioch trustees approved 
allowing monthly parking passes 
for Metra train commuters. 

Village administrator Tim 
Wells said at least four or five 
commuters have asked about a 
monthly pass. Trustees concurred 
with Wells that this would be a 
convenience the village could 
provide passengers. 

"It's for the convenience of the 
commuters. That is what this is all 
about," said Trustee Dorothy 
Larson. 

Wells said commuters have a 
difficult time coming up with 
$1.50 everyday. 

Wells suggested a $30 monthly 



fee based on 20 days of use. There 
would be no refunds. 

He mentioned they could not 
block particular spaces for 
monthly pass users. He said it 
would still be a first come-first 
served basis. 

Trustees agreed to have Wells 
decide how many passes would 
be issued based on how much 
interest there is for the plan. 

Wells said he hopes to have 
the passes ready to go for January 
or at least by mid-January. 

The village still would limit the 
passes if necessary. There are 112 
spaces in the front lot and in the 
pavilion location. 

"We want to leave some 
spaces for new residents," Wells 



said. In a related matter, the 
board received a report from 
Metra indicating how many com- 
muters are using the North 
Central Service Line which 
extends to downtown Chicago 
and O'Hare International Airport. 

"We have about 40 cars a day 
who park in the lot," Wells 
explained. 

He added there are about 80- 
82 people a day who use the train 
service. 

The village also will purchase 
video cameras to monitor the sta- 
tion from the police department.

Emmons levy reflects growth

Emmons school board is 
seeking a 17 percent levy 
increase, however the district 
doesn't expect to receive all of the 
money requested. 

-The board is asking for 
$i,403,392 compared with 
$1,210,058 collected last year. 
The amount seems much higher, 
but the. board will be limited in 
how much it will receive because 
of the state imposed property tax 
cap, according to Superintendent 
Matt Tabar. 

"We are trying to maintain the 
fiscal integrity of the district," 



Tabar said. 

Tabar explained the board 
expects about a 10 percent 
increase in new residents. He said 
the growth rate has been running 
at about 10 percent the last few 
years. 

He noted phase II of Heron 
Harbor and other new residents 
contributed to that number. 

The board must levy at a high 
number to ensure these residents 
are added to tax rolls. Otherwise, 
the district is stuck with less rev- 
enue than it should have. 

If the district fails to project 
the new homes, it will not be able 
to levy on those properties which 



places more of the burden on 
current taxpayers. 

Tabar explained the board's 
main concern relating to the levy 
is making sure the district gets all 
that it is entitled to receive. 

The board held, a levy hearing 
Dec. 17, 7 p.m., at the school. 

The levy must be submitted to 
the Lake County Clerk's office, by 
the end of December. The district 
is entitled to receive the new 
growth numbers and a 3 percent 
cost of living increase from exist- 
ing taxpayers. 

The Clerk's office will let the 
district know how much has been 
approved in the spring.

With the arrival of winter in 
Illinois, the " Department of. 
Natural Resources (DNR) is, 
reminding operators to use com- 
mon sense when snowmobiling 
this season. The DNR in coopera- 
tion with various snowmobile 
clubs, park districts, schools, and 
other groups offers snowmobile 
safety education courses. 

"Winter is a wonderful time 
to go outdoors, and take advan- 
tage of the snow," says State Sen. 
William Peterson, "However, 
many activities require care and 
supervision, and snowmobiling is 
no exception." 

Safety courses are required of 
youths age 12 to 16 who want to 
operate a snowmobile alone. 
Children ages 10 and 11 may 
operate a snowmobile only if they 
are accompanied on the sled by 
an adult. Children under the age 
of 10 are prohibited from operat- 
ing a snowmobile, even if under 
the direct supervision of an adult. 

Last season, 36 snowmobile 
accidents resulted in 23 injuries 



arid five fatalities in Illinois. 
Alcohol was a factor in two of the 
five deaths. Other contributing 
factors were excessive speed and 
poor visibility. A majority of acci- 
dents occur as a result of colli- 
sions with fixed objects such as 
trees, fences, stumps, rocks, logs 
and other objects hidden or 
obscured by the snow, said 
Peterson (R-Long Grove.)

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New preschool comes 
to underserved area

. Circle time, story time and new 
friends will someday be fond 
memories for the little tykes who 
will soon take their first big step 
away from babyhood and into the 
world of academia when the doors 
of "Tomorrow's Future" preschool 
open. 

The new preschool will begin 
classes Jan. 6 at St. Mark's 
Lutheran Church, located at the 
intersection of Yorkhouse and 
Delany roads in Waukegan. It's 
privately owned and not affiliated 
with the church. It was founded by 
Kathy Godlewski and Janet 
Kwilosz, who will both teach, and 
Katie Maki will be their assistant. 

"We all feel it's real important 
for kids to know learning is fun . . . 
If they have a good base, they will 
do well later on," Godlewski said of ' 
their teaching philosophy. 

The preschool area is decorat- 
ed for children and features sever- 
al centers for art, math and lan- 
guage. 

"We give the children freedom 
to choose whether they want to 
play in the centers but also have 
structure with circle time and the 
calendar," Godlewski explained. 

The curriculum will be all 
inclusive. Godlewski said, as an 
example, if they were making a 
snowman as an art project they 
would count the circles and so 
forth to incorporate math and 
other skills into the project. 

"If they only come one day 

rilP.en^8rceTt^TiroughouT the cur- 
riculum," she explained. 

The fun part of the preschool 
for the children will be the centers 
separated by shelving, according 
to Godlewski. 

"We'll have a drama play area 
with dress up, a reading center 
with lots and lots of books and 
we'll read to them and they can 
check them out," she explained. 

As part of the language/read- 
ing center there will be several 
books available for children to 
check out and they'll have special 
books to coincide with what 
they're studying. One of the first 
things they will focus on is polar 
bears, according to Godlewski. 
They will also have a flannel board 
and puppets. 

A big focus of the teachers will 
be allowing the children to make 
their own books out of pictures, 



They also want to get the children 
interested in keeping journals with 
pictures as a way to interest them 
in reading. 

, A typical day at the preschool 
will start with a common 
preschool element — circle time 
where they will talk about the 
weather and calendar. If someone 
brings something to share, they 
will show the class and if it's a 
child's birthday, everyone will 
sing. 

"We'll talk about what day of 
the week it is and the month," she 
said. For instance if the date was 
the twelfth they'd ask the children 
what numbers come before and 
after and they ask them to describe 
the weather outside. "We try to get 
them familiar with numbers and 
will do that every day." 

Godlewski said the facility will 
be certified by the . Illinois 
Department of Children and 
Family Services. All three have 
experience working with children. . 

She has worked at Allendale, a 
home for children with behavior 
disorders, the YMCA of Mundelein 
and at Parents Day Out in the 
United Methodist Church in 
Antioch. Kwilosz will receive her 
degree in elementary education 
before January and is also certified 
to teach special education classes. 
Maki worked at Parents Day Out 
with Godlewski. 

The women knew there was a 
need for a preschool in the area 
and, looked for a long time until 
they found a space they approved 

They discovered the church 
through Maki's in-laws who attend 
services there and lease the 
preschool room. 

The school will offer classes for 
children ages three- to six-years- 
old five days a week. Parents may 
choose how many days a week 
they wish to have their children in 
school. Sessions will be offered in 
the morning from 8:45-11:30 a.m. 
and in the afternoon from noon- 
2:45. Tuition is $12 per session 
with reduced rates depending on 
the number of days per week chil- 
dren attend. 

A convenient feature of the 
preschool for parents with other 
children is the drop off. Godlewski 
explained parents just drive 
through the circle and the teachers 
come out to the cars to bring the 
children inside. For more informa- 
tion in the school call 625-1156.

'The Cookie Book' a Bible for the '90s 



Cookie baking knows no season but is especial- 
ly popular this time of year. 

Food writer Holly Garrison's "The Cookie Book: 
Over 400 Recipes for the Chewiest, Crunchiest, 
Crispiest and Most Chocolatey Cookies Ever" 
(Macmillan Reference, $25) is a wellspring of good 
ideas. 

Her easy-to-follow instructions cover the cookie 
genre: drop, rolled, icebox, shaped and bar cookies. 
Recipes range from biscotti to pfeffcrnussc. It's not 
too late to whip up a batch of— 

St. Nicholas Cookies 

3 cups all-purpose flour 

1 Tbl. baking powder 

1 Tbl. ground cinnamon 

1 tsp. ground nutmeg 

1/2 tsp. ground cloves 

1/2 tsp. anise seeds, crushed 

1/2 tsp. ground white pepper 

1/2 tsp. salt 

1 cup (2 sticks) salted butter or margarine, at 

room temperature 

1 1/2 cups packed dark brown sugar 

3 Tbl. milk 

1 large egg white, lightly beaten, for brushing 

on cookies 

1/2 cup blanched almond slices or slivers, for 

decorating cookies 

Adjust two racks to divide the two baking 
sheets. Into a medium-size bowl, sift together the 



flour, baking powder, cinnamon, nutmeg, cloves, 
anise seeds, white pepper and salt. 

In a large bowl, with an electric mixer at medi- 
um-high speed, beat the butter until creamy, about 
1 minute. Add the brown sugar and continue beat- 
ing until the mixture is light and creamy, 2 to 3 
minutes. Beat in the milk until blended. With the 
mixer at medium-low speed, gradually add the 
flour mixture, beating just until blended. Gather 
the dough into a ball. (At this point, the dough can 
be tightly wrapped in aluminum foil and refrigerat- 
ed for up to one week or frozen for up to three 
months. If frozen, thaw in the refrigerator and 
bring to room temperature before proceeding). 

On a generously floured surface, knead the 
dough until smooth. Roll the dough into a rectan- 
gle measuring about 15 x 12 inches that is 1/4 inch 
thick. With a pizza wheel or the tip of a sharp knife 
and a ruler, cut the dough into rectangles measur- 
ing about 2 1/2 by 1 1/2 inches. Arrange the rectan- 
gles on the prepared baking sheets, spacing them 
abut 1/2 inch apart. With a pastry brush, brush the 
tops of the cookies with beaten egg white, then 
scatter a few pieces of,almond over each cookie. 

Bake for 12 to 15 minutes until firm and lightly 
browned. Reverse the baking sheets on the racks 
and from front to back once during baking. With a 
wide turner, immediately transfer the cookies to 
wire racks to cool completely. Store in a tightly cov- 
ered container.

The Army Blues, the premier jazz ensemble of the United

Formed in 1972, the Army Blues Ban continues a tradition begun 
by the Army Dance Band which entertained soldiers and civilians in 
the battle zone during World War II.

You Better watch owt..ATM Safety Tips for the Holidays 
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While the dangers surround- 
ing automatic teller machines 
reach a peak during the holiday 
season, they can be drastically 
reduced if you follow the right 
ATM safety strategy. 

ATM crimes occur at all times 
of the 1 day, but the danger begins 
to go up after regular banking 
hours and rises even more 
sharply after dark. And in the 
sequence of using the ATM, most 
attacks occur just as the victim is 
leaving the machine. 

Tips for the safe use of ATMs 
are: 
Approaching the ATM Safely 

• Smart ATM customers drive 
slowly past the location first, 
checking for suspicious charac- 
ters in parked cars or loitering 
nearby. 

• Stay in your car with the 
Idoors locked and the windows 
up until you have visually 
checked out the parking lot and 
the interior of the ATM. 

• If the ATM is in use, wait 
either in your car or a short dis- 
tance away to allow the user to 
complete the transaction in pri- 
vate. 

• When using a drive-up ATM, 
l pull so close to the ATM that no 

one on foot can approach you on 

the driver's side.

• If you are driving, go straight 
from the ATM o your car, but 
check it carefully before enter- 
ing — look underneath it and in 
the rear seat. If anything appears 
irregular, get away and seek help. 



Banking industry insiders 
admit privately that ATM use is 
stagnating, and Portenier advises 
his corporate clients to avoid 
using automatic teller machines 
altogether. But if you must use 
an ATM, he says, avoid these 
potentially hazardous mistakes: 

• Never use an ATM that faces 
onto a street — it makes you too 
vulnerable. 

• Never enter a dark ATM. 

• Never follow a regular pat- 
tern of using the same ATM at 
the same time each day. 

• Never assume that the per- 
son ahead of you at the ATM is 
making a withdrawal — he could 
actually be waiting for his next 
victim. 

• Never keep a written record 
of your P"IN (Personal 
Identification Number) on you — 
memorize it instead. 

• Never drop your transaction 
receipt — torn up or not — in the 
trash bin. 

• Never count your cash 
immediately after the transac-

New Alzheimer drug shows progress in research 



Approval of a new drug for Alzheimer's dis- 
ease by the Food and Drug Administration (FDA) 
shows that science is making real progress in 
developing therapies for symptomatic relief of 
the incurable brain disorder, according to the 
Greater Chicagoland Chapter, Alzheimer's Assn. 

"Intensive research on Alzheimer's disease 
began only 20 years ago, yet today we already 
have a second drug treatment available," said 
Kent Barnheiser, executive director of the 
Greater Chicagoland Chapter, Alzheimer's Assn. 
"Additional drugs are in the pipeline that, when 
approved in the next few years, will offer families 
and physicians a fairly broad range of choices in 
drug therapies for symptoms of the disease." 

The FDA approved on Nov. 25 donepezil 
hydrochloride as a treatment for symptomatic 
relief for Alzheimer's disease. The only other 
Alzheimer drug, tacrine, was approved by the 
FDA in 1993. Neither of the two drugs will cure 
the disease. 



The drug does not slow Alzheimer's progres- 
sion, but eases mild to moderate symptoms by 
inhibiting the breakdown of acetylcholine, a 
brain chemical vital for nerve cells to communi- 
cate with each other. The longer acetylcholine 
stays in the brain, the longer those cells can call 
up patient's memories. 

"This is a very rich time for Alzheimer's 
research," said Barnheiser. "In addition to this 
growing generation of drugs to provide relief of 
symptoms, we anticipate in the next few years 
the development of a second generation of drugs 
that will delay onset of the disease, allowing 
afflicted individuals to' maintain their indepen- 
dence longer, possibly for years." 

According to Barnheiser, affected individuals 
and their families should discuss the potential 
benefits, risks and costs of donepezil hydrochlo- 
ride with their physicians before deciding 
whether to try it.

Newborn infants exist in a world full of surprises; 
everything they see is new to them. They need 
time to learn to see effectively. They quickly learn 
to recognize their parents and gradually expand 
their circle of familiarity. 

Next, the infant must learn to coordinate seeing 
with body movements, so that he can find and 
touch the things he sees. Experts recommend 
hanging brightly colored mobiles in the baby's 
crib where he can develop his see, reach and 
touch capabilities.

"In drills, we try to improve our- 
selves and control situations and 
our set up situations," Beatty said, 
"how you set up and control the 
team." 

On Monday, "the department 
and team Tan very well," Beatty 
said,' 

Lake Zurich Village Administrator 
John F. Dixon said although the two 
situations were not identical, the drill 
did have its benefits. 

"Anytime you practice a drill, 
you are going to respond better 
than if you did not hold a drill," 
Dixon said. 

The drill at Hydrite simulated a 
hazardous materials spill, allowing 
the participating departments time 
to go over the different mitigation 
procedures they use during haz- 
ardous materials emergencies. 

Prior to the drill, Lake Zurich 
Fire Chief Terry P. Mastandrea 
said, "The primary objective is to 
be prepared if and when an acci- 
dent happens at that facility."

"It is still going to be chaotic," 
Mastandrea said. "We know in this 
business — the hazardous chemi- 
cals business — there are going to 
be accidents." 

The trailer truck was carrying 
11 portable tanks of the chemicals, 
seven of hydrochloric acid and four 
of sodium hydroxide. Each con- 
tainer holds 330 gallons. 

Two of the tanks, each holding a 
different chemical, broke open in 
the crash, causing 500 gallons to 
leak onto the pavement and 
ground. 

Having the chemicals mix 
might have been the best thing to 
happen, officials said. 

"They were probably more dan- 
gerous separately," said LZFD Capt. 
David Wheelock. 

Combined, they produced a 
salty water mixture, which posed a 
hazard of irritation if it was 
breathed or came into contact with 
exposed areas. 

Three people complaining or, 
irritation were taken to Good' 
Shepherd Hospital near 

Barrington, and were treated and 
released. The Haz-Mat 

team is made up of fire depart- 
ments from Lake County, and a few 
from McHenry County who are 
gaining experience to form their 
own team. 

"We practice quite regularly 
together," Beatty said. 

. Hydrite has its headquarters in 
Brookfield, Wis. It was formed in 
the 1920s, and distributes chemi- 
cals for a wide variety of uses, 
including photographic, water 
treatment, household products and 
for the food production industry.

Former official sues mayor

The new Series 1997 bonds will 
be refunded at an average inter- 
est rate of 5.0 percent, lower than 
the current 6.0 percent rate for 
the bonds. This could save Lake 
County taxpayers more than 
5800,000 over the next 12 years.

They'll be looking for candidates 
with answers to alleviating traffic congestion and correcting 
flooding problems. What is our police department doing 
about drug traffic and gangs? 

The holidays will come and go, but problems associated 
with rampant growth are here to stay. Enjoy the Yuletide 
while you can. We'll be getting down to business — local 
election business — all too soon. 

Landfill pacts a 
shining moment 

Opening of a badly needed new juvenile justice center in 
Lincolnshire and acquisition of a glitzy new County Building 
complex parking garage in downtown Waukegan notwithstand- 
ing, another step taken by county officials in 1996 undoubtedly 
will have greater impact on our daily lives. 

That was completion of a three-stage deal to put in place 
agreements providing for landfill space for the next 20 years. 

Few of us have pressing need for convenient county office park- 
ing and, hopefully, we won't have cause to use the updated juve- 
nile justice facilities, but everyone of Lake County's nearly 600,000 
citizens has trash to dispose of daily. All of us use the landfills. 

Andy Quigley, executive director of the Solid Waste Agency of 
Lake County(SWALCO), put our unique position in perspective. 
"We can say what few can in this country. We know where our 
trash will go for 20 years." SWALCO is made up of 35 munici- 
palities and the county. 

The disposal centers are at Bristol, Wis., unincorporated 
Grayslake and Zion. The agreements are with Waste Management 
of Wisconsin, Inc., USA Waste Services Inc. (Grayslake), and 
Browning-Ferris Industries Inc. SWALCO also oversees an aggres- 
sive recycling program mat processes 215,000 tons of the 725,000 
tons of trash produced annually in the county. 

Besides a long-term solution to getting rid of refuse, the beau- 
ty of the agreements is that the county is assured a revenue 
stream through sharing landfiliing profits. By privitlzing 
garbage disposal, the nasty political question of siting taxpayer- 
owned garbage processing centers was avoided.

So the Illinois State Toll Highway 
Authority is about to hire a high-priced 
public relations firm to help gain support 
for extending Illinois Highway 53 into Lake 
County..

The Midwest economy will 
grow by 2.6 percent in 1997 — 
slightly faster than the U.S. econ- 
omy—but "we're starting to hit a 
ceiling on growth in our own 
backyard," said Diane C. Swonk, 
deputy chief economist of The 
First National Bank of Chicago. 

"The Midwest has plenty of 
opportunities, but we may lack 
the ability to exploit them," 
Swonk said in the annual eco- 
nomic outlook issue of her 
monthly First Forecasts newslet- 
ter. 

A crucial factor will be tight 
labor markets and the limits they 
impose on growth, she said. "The 
unemployment rate dipped to a 
23-year low in 1996, reaching a 
25-year low in Michigan," she 
said. 

"Older manufacturing work- 
ers are beginning to retire and the 
current pool of entry-level work- 



ers has neither the skills nor the 
numbers to replace them." 

Even so, prospects' for heavy 
manufacturing remain good, 
Swonk said. Light vehicle produc- 
tion is expected to remain rela- 
tively strong, supported by the 
ongoing shift of production from 
Japan to their "transplant" facili- 
ties in the U.S. and a rebuilding of 
inventory. 

Heavy truck production is 
expected to pick up as Mexico 
continues to emerge from its eco- 
nomic doldrums; trucks are the 
only way to move goods in 
Mexico. 

The net effect will be a pro- 
jected 2.6 percent increase in 
First Chicago Great Lakes Index 
during 1997, compared to a 2.4 
percent gain in the nation's gross 
domestic product. 

The index, created by First 
Chicago, measures the output of 



goods and services in the five- 
state region of Illinois, Michigan, 
Indiana, Ohio and Wisconsin. 

When final 1996 figures are in, 
both the Midwest and U.S. 
economies are expected to have 
grown 2.3 percent. 

"The Midwest can be expect- 
ed to continue to operate at a rel- 
atively high level of economic 
activity in 1997," Swonk said. 
"But the premium that we once 
earned on growth is beginning to 
narrow. Great years are tough to 
beat, and we have already seen 
several good years in this region 
of the country." 

The region's economy will be 
helped by equipment spending, 
fueled by recent gains in corpo- 
rate profits and an increase in 
farm income. 

Exports also are expected to 
rise slightly, boosted by a pick-up 
in growth in Canada and Mexico. 



New tax law makes nestegg tax deductible

A chronic health condition, 
trauma or illness that limits your 
ability to carry out basic tasks 
often requires long-term nursing 
care that can cost you your life 
savings. 

A survey of Lake County nurs- 
ing care facilities revealed that 
costs range from $3,000/ month 
for those approved for Medicaid 
to $4,000 to $6,400/month for 
private facilities. A nestegg of 
$250,000 would be gone in just 
five years assuming average 
costs. 

Don't count on federal or 
state programs to protect your 
assets. Medicaid, a state pro- 
gram, provides financial assis- 
tance for care in a nursing home 
but requires an individual to give 
up everything they own with the 
exception of $3,500 in assets. An 
attempt to give away your prop- 
erty to someone else within 36 
months before applying to 
Medicaid will most likely cause 
you to be ineligible for assistance. 

The majority of people end up 
losing their life savings as reflect- 
ed by U.S. General Accounting 
Office figures showing that $70 
billion of an estimated $103 bil- 



lion spent on long-term services 
in 1993 was primarily paid for by 
Medicaid. Most of the remaining 
$38 billion was paid by individu- 
als and their families. 

How do you protect your 
assets? Purchase a long-term care 
insurance policy. In exchange for 
paying a relatively small monthly 
premium while you're healthy, 
the policy pays for expensive 
long-term care when you need it. 

Beginning in 1997 and subject 
to several limitatidns, individuals 
will be able to deduct premiums 
they pay for "tax-qualified" poli- 
cies. The first limitation is the 
policy owners age. For example, 
an individual in their mid 60s is 
limited to a deduction of $2,000 
annually, while a person in their 
50s is limited to $750. 

Under the new law, premi- 
ums for long-term care insurance 
can be included in medical item- 
ized deductions, which are 
deductible to the extent they 
exceed 7.5 percent of adjusted 
gross income. 

. Working people may find it 
hard to reach that deduction 
threshold, but retirees should be 
able to benefit from the change in 
tax treatment.

The Job 
Search

Dear Search, 

I work in the Human Resource department of a mid sized com- 
Jpany where I am responsible for finding, screening and Interviewing 
■applicants for positions within a variety of departments. While I am 
(able to keep up with the paper flow and the tedious chore of inter- 
viewing, I am finding that I cannot get department heads to act 
quick enough to accomplish the final result..,the hiring! While I have 
been with this company Tor 3 years, nothing seems to have changed. 
The company has a 2 interview process and the department heads 
all have positions that need to be Tilled immediately. When it comes 
to making a move, they drag their feet until It is too late. I am find- 
ing myself repeatedly trying to fill the same employment slots over 
and over, not because the candidates aren't qualified, but rather 
because by the time these department heads make their decisions, 
the candidates have taken Jobs elsewhere. I have spent the past 6 
weeks Interviewing for 4 different positions for which I had a mini- 
mum of 3 candidates each for these supervisors and managers to 
meet. First interviews went well, with the supervisors. The problem 
seems to be In chasing the managers all over to get them (o commit 
to the second interview. The position 1 am in can often be a thank- 
less one yet I love what I do. Changes need to be made. I don't know 
quite what the changes should be as yet, but I am working on a pre- 
sentation. Do you have any suggestions that could possibly aid me 
in my presentation? Thanking you in advance for your help, 
K.G.. Vernon Hlils 

Dear K.G., 

First thing b to know the type of employment market you are 
currently faced with. Understand that the Job market Is strong and 
jobs plentiful. While you will sec more and more positions adver- 
tised in the newspaper, that does not even begin to touch the surface 
of thousands that are not advertised. Along with this type of market 
comes the employment seeking individual who seldom puts "alt 
their eggs In one basket," so to speak. During the time that you may 
be interviewing them for a position within your company, they may, 
and most likely arc, exercising several employment options, often 
taking the first thing that comes up, (obviously not always recom- 
mended.) Therefore, It is essential that the employers do not, "drag 
their feet." These candidates in this market arc here today and gone 
tomorrow. You must convince your managers and supervisors of 
the sense of urgency that has been placed in your hands by them. In 
order for you to operate in the manner to which you can best utilize 
| your time and skill, changes need to be made, as lop candidates are 
lending up at other corporations and possibly the competition, due 
| to the current problems In expediting the hiring process. My sug- 
gestion: When finding candidates that you believe are well suited for 
{these positions, schedule the first and second Interviews on the 
same day. Have each supervisor and manager when issuing you an 
order for hire, also supply you with a full weeks worth of availabili- 
ties In 30 minute inaements. Match these up so that both parties 
can meet on the same day to either hire or rule out the Individual. 
You will find that this works to your advantage all the way. It will 
alleviate your problem of losing good applicants and will Inevitably 
make you a hero when your abilities show through and the lengthy 
hiring problems are gone. Good luck.
